CALIFORNIA. 


The P o litica l C n m palsn . 
Oroyille, October 26th.—We are having 
a grand Republican demonstration here to­ 
night. The Garfield and Arthur Invincible» 
turned out 250 strocg, with uniforms and 
torches. The whole bus'ness portion of the 
town is brilliantly illuminated, and also many 
private residences. 
The line of march was 
marked by a stream of fireworks, and Hon. 
David McClure is now addressing the largest 
assemblage of tha campaign in front of the 
Union HoteL 
He is to be followed by At­ 
torney-General A. L. Hart. 
The Republi­ 
can enthusiasm here is now at the boiling 
point, and they say they propose to have 
Butte county enrolled with the grand major­ 
ity on November 2d. 


V a l l e j o , October 26tb.—The largest Re­ 
publican torchlight procession that has ever 
taken place in Vallejo occurred this evening, 
about 800 men, bearing torches, lanterns, 
banners, flags aud transparencies, marching 
as an escort to Governor Perkir.s, George A. 
Knight, Secretary of State Burns aud Geo. 
T. Bromley. Over 1,500 persona were pres­ 
ent in Farragut Hall, ami listened to speeches 
by Knight, I’erkins, Burns and Bromley. 
Vallejo will give a rousing majority for Gar­ 
field and Arthur, and George A. Knight for 
Congress from the Third Congresaional Dis­ 
trict. 


M o d e s to , October 26th.—Last night in 
Modesto was held one of the greatest rallies 
of the campaign iu California. This town 
has been Democratic for some years, but 
from the appearances it will not be long be­ 
fore the Republicans will have captured it.

T he Dem ocratic

th e horse in th e story. 
Its m anagers have 
discarded principle after 
principle 
all

nothing left.

false and disengenuous and unw orthy of 
confidence. 
As the cmd of th e cam paign 
approaches it is seen to be staggering about 
like a prize-fighter in the “ groggy" stage, 
w ith its eyes closed. 
Driven from one po­ 
sition to another, leaving behind it a track 
of exploded lies and bafHed frauds, it reels 
onw ard tow ard the final conflict, retaining 
nothing bu t its obstinacy ami impudence. 
And it is m aking its last fight as a national 
organization under the present conditions. 
For though a party may stan d one great 
election after it has abandoned all its prim 
ciples, and may by the aid of custom and 
previous discipline contrive to cast a heavy 
vote on th a t occasion, it is impossible th a t 
it should be cajable of surviving a defeat 
in these circum stances.

hired to the Greenwood and 
A tlanta R ailroad, 100 died w ithin a year. 
In some of these S tates’ th e employ ers of 
convict labor are allowed to use the las!:. 
In fact the object ha3 been to revive a 
state 
of 
things 
as closely resem bling 
slavery as possible. 
Ju d g e Tourgec has 
described some of this infamous legislation 
in “ Bricks w ithout S traw ,” and any vis­ 
itor to the Soutii can discover enough of it 
to convince himself. 
If C hristian churches 
recognized and acted upon the line of their 
duty they would abandon all foreign m is­ 
sionary w ork until the crying wrongs now 
being inflicted upon th eir own fellow-citi- 
zens at the South had been redressed, and 
until the negro had been p ut in the w ay of 
th a t civilization and spiritual enlighten­ 
m ent he can never obtain until the nation’s 
pledges to him have been fulfilled, and he 
is free in fact as well as in name.

N e w Y o r k , October 26th.— In tlie Epis­ 
copal Convention to-day a message was re­ 
ceived from the House «if Ri-hops nominating 
Rev. Dr. John Adams Paddock as Missionary 
Bishop of W ashington Territory, and the 
House of Deputies, in secret session, con­ 
firmed the nomination. 
A report by Rev. 
John Colton Smith, of tlie Committee on the 
State of the Church, on the subject of polyg­ 
amy was presented, and with the following 
preamble and resolution adopted : 
Whereas, The work of the Church of Christ anil 
the best interests oí Christian civilization are se­ 
riously impede 1 in one of the Territories of tho 
United Stales by tho existence of polygamy, recog­ 
nized by a largo proportion of tho c immunity as a 
religious institution ; and tvher as, polygamy is not 
only contrary to the laws < f God, but ib aiso forbid­ 
den under severe penalties by the Government of 
tbe United Slates by Act of Congress, which Act 
has been declared consti'utional by the Supreme 
Court of the Uni’ed Stales; therefore he it 
Resolred, tho House of Bishop* concurring, That 
while there are peculiar difiicul ies in tlie execution 
of this law, owing t" re igious fanaticism, doubtless 
oftentimes sincer , by which the institution of po­ 
lygamy is upheld, it is still the duty of every Chris­ 
tian ci'nzen cf this country to use his influence to 
aid the United States Government in bringing about 
as speedily as inasible a merciful but firm enforce­ 
ment of tile law in regard to polygamy and bigamy 
iu the territory of tho United States.
